| but I have little doubt that if the clergy can make it
convenient to v ait upon him he will bo happy to receive
them. He is about, I understand, to sail for Europe, in

j the early part of April, and although this is a sea ion of
much labor for the clergy, if they can make it convenient
to appoint a day, perhaps, within the week before his
departure, such a reception might be arranged and I
liave no doubt it would be to >thing to his feelings. There
in no doubt that this man. making such sacrifices of feel¬
ing and interest, was actuated by motives far higher
than anything of earth can present; neverthole-s, a word
of sympathy, a word of encouragement cannot fail, par¬
ticularly under the pressing circ mistances of delicate

I health, to have a soothing, and comforting, and encour-
i ntring influence upon one in the situation of Arch"

bishop Mosquera. \

bishop were in want, as mo t of the other exiled bishops
nre. it would be our duty to come forward with aid essen
tialtohis own personal sustenance aud comfort; but I
bel'eve that his family are wetlthy, and I have reason to
know that he himself was wealthy, by the proof that lie
expended nearly $10*1,000 upon at) ecclesiastical semina
ry, which tUt tf,,ri'rhti)eiit " ??auaila has iuiieu aud ftp-
ftopi luted to other uses. This was done out of hisOAn
private fortune. Hois not therefore in destitute cir-
ciiTnstniici s an ! it is not in that sense that we propose
to male this offering, but as a memorial a memento of
our feelings. It should he a present suitable to he ran!.;
and I presume that the pastors of the t'hurch who are
heie without fixing any amount as to what it shall cost,
will be prepared to furnish the means of paying for it.
It ought to be genteel, it ought to bo worthy fff this
meeting. Its principal value, however, is the motive
with which it is presented.

THE CASE OF PR. NEWMAN.
Archbishop Higbkh said.This is a case of a kindred

nature to the one just disposed of, and I will take the
opportunity of calling your attention to it. It Is no

longer a bishop upon the American continent, but it is a
priest in Fngland. Many of us. for a long time past, have
been accustomed to read and admire the writings of the
now Very Reverend Dr. Newman, and we were acquainted
with his fame and his beautiful character *v»n before he
became a member of the Church: and since he became a
member of the Church we » 11 ktto* that his imnense
ertidi ion, his almost inconceivable labors, his extr-ordi
narv talent?, and exemplary and pious life have illustra¬
ted "ami adorned the faith which he has embraced. I»r.
Newman was one of those men who was surrounded by
such propitious circumstances that he might have looked
forward to the highest honors of that. high, wealthy, and
powerful religious community to which he belonged; but,
weighing the things of time against those of eternity, the
world at d its honors became dim in his estimation, and
he espoused the eau-e of that scattered and down trodden
dock, the remnants of otce Citholic England Nor has
he cone this with impunity. It is well kno »n thai he
has habitually one of the most guutle spirits that has
ever devoted itself to learning.that he Is gentleness it¬
self ; but. nevertheless, actuated by an unholy
?eal, a foreign priest came to Kngland, and
undertook to gratify the open ear of thnt credulous peo
pit* credulous of everything hostile of our Church; and
when this priest undertook to expose our communion,
ani assiil all that was holy ard pure in the eccirsiastl-
cal life, and in the lives of the Holy \ irgins who have re
tired from the world. Father Newman hesitated not to
answer him: not with malice but with truth and wit£ a
power of descrip'ion which c»nnot be equalled in anylanguaie. He spoke of him only what had bien published
before in the Dublin Review, and in a small pamphlet' circulated all over Kngland but it had not been said byi Newman before. The person by whom it h*d been said
